Auditor  General  Act. 

OBJECTIVE: 

To  conduct  professional,  independent  audits  and  express  opinions  as  required  by  section  18  of  the  Auditor  General 
Act  and  other  statutes,  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Crown  including  departments,  regulated  funds,  revolving 
funds,  provincial  agencies  and  other  organizations  or  bodies  of  which  the  Auditor  General  is  auditor.  After  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  of  the  Crown,  to  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General, 
and  on  matters  which  were  observed  during  the  course  of  that  work,  as  required  by  section  19  of  the  Auditor  General 
Act.  To  undertake  special  auditing  or  investigative  assignments  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  and 
also,  under  certain  conditions,  as  specified  by  the  Executive  Council.
